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NOTE: The Examiner notes that the after final amendment to claim 1 raises new issues that necessitate further search/consideration. 
Regarding previously presented claim 9, the Examiner maintains his rejection, noting that motivation for using two layers to surround an 
RFID tag is motivated to produce predictable results/improvements, such as protection/stability instead of the one layer of Winter. As the 
barcode layer of Winter is one sheet, the Examiner believes that replacing the single sheet holding of the RFID with two sheets produces 
the expected results, and is within the ordinary skill in the art. The Examiner notes that KSR forecloses the argument that a specific 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation is required to support a finding of obviousness. See the recent Board decision Ex parte Smith, - 
USPQ2d~, slip op. at 20, (Bd. Pat. App. & Interf. June 25, 2007) (citing KSR, 82 USPQ2d at 1396) (available at 
http://www.uspto.gov/web/offices/dcom/bpai/prec/fd071925.pdf). 

The Examiner notes that the response to claim 9 of Ferguson/Winter is similar to the reasons set above. Further, as Ferguson teaches the 
RFID tag as claimed between the sheets, Ferguson is silent to printing. However, Winter et al. as discussed above teaches printing 
barcodes on RFID sheets. The Examiner maintains that such combination is obvious to produce the expected results by providing 
identification information on the object, as is conventional in the art, as noted by the prior art of record. 

The Examiner maintains his final office action (mail date 4-21-08), where claims 1-9 remain rejected. 
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
